Approximately 140 students are in- 
volved in tutoring this year, and the num- 
ber increases every semester, according to 
Mr. Bartek: Mr. Bartek has his psychology 
students tutor the kids at Annandale Ter- 
race Elementary.

The usual age for getting a license is 
eighteen, but if Driver Education and Be- 
hind-the-Wheel are taken in school, a stu- 
dent can begin driving during his sopho- 
more year. Driver’ Ed. is the required class 
every sophomore takes in lieu of one quar- 
ter of P.E. class. Students are taught all 
the fundamentals of driving and safety 
techniques used on the road. Several film- 
strips, which contain timed questions, are 
shown to the class. Each student has a 


push-button answer panel; his scores are 
tallied in a large computer-like machine in 
the classroom. These frequent exercises 
demonstrate how students are learning 
and responding to the program. 

After Driver’s Ed. has been completed, 
students must wait to be enrolled for Be- 
hind-the-Wheel training, a two week course 
of driving the car itself. Finally, the stu- 
dent is ready to take the driver examina- 
tion. If he passes, he is issued a license 
and allowed to take to the road on his 
own. 

As one sophomore stated, ““The course 
is well-planned and taught me how to re- 
act in difficult situations.” This is the main 
goal of the Driver Education program: to 
turn out safer and better drivers every 
year.

Librarians explain 


new program 


What is a library? Is it a place to con- 
verse and relax, or is it strictly for study- 
ing? 

The controversy is not a new one. Many 
students feel that the library is a place to 
go to socialize or have fun, not necessarily 
study. The librarians, however, have a 
slightly different viewpoint. Miss Carper 
and Mrs. Coward feel that the library must 
be available for students who need to 
study, do research, or pursue recreational 
reading. They stated that the “library 
must also be available to teachers who 
bring their classes in for research.” The 
recently instituted pass system is an 
attempt by the librarians to establish an 
environment where these functions could 
be carried out. Previously, the library had 
been used by students primarily for social- 
izing. There were frequent problems of 
abuse. The noise level interfered with 
students who wanted to study and with 
classroom research. Trash was left thrown 
on the floor, and the job of cleaning up 
every period was left for the librarians. 
Four-dollar magazine covers were de- 
stroyed, and close to 1,000 books were 
removed from the library without being 
checked out. (At $6.00 a book, this gets 
quite expensive.) Unfortunately, the 
librarians spent a substantial portion of 
their time disciplining students instead of 
helping them. 

Although with the new rule, “the 
library is somewhat emptier, the usage 
level is still high,” they said. “We, would 
really like for more students to feel good 
about coming to the library and availing 
themselves of the services we can provide. 
The situation has improved greatly and 
with your understanding and cooperation 
the library can belong to you.”

English 
Back to the Basics

“We feel we’ve come a long way,’ 
said Mrs. Weaver, English department 
head, describing the changes in the 
English program this year. The changes 
were a result of a county-wide pro- 
gram to reacquaint students with the 
basics of spelling and grammar. 
Spelling was emphasized in a ‘‘Pat- 
tern-a-Month” learning plan, in which 
every teacher displayed a poster show- 
ing the spelling rule of the month and 
stressed it in daily classwork. 
After a series of meetings this 
summer, the English Department voted 
to drop the base grammar classes. In- 
stead, grammar was taught along with 
the regular English in order to make it 
more meaningful to the students, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver. 
Instead of the usual literature units, 
freshmen and sophomores studied 
writing and reading skills for the first 
semester. Ninth graders reviewed read- 
ing skills while tenth graders worked 
on improving their writing. Mrs. 
Weaver stated that these semester 
courses would help students under- 
stand their literature units and their 
other subjects. “Kids overall like 
English, and they see that these basic 
skills are needed,” she commented.

Ever wonder about your English 
teacher? Who lies behind the facade of 
that grim grammarian?

Evaluation 


Passing 


Culminating a year of intensive self-study 
of all aspects of Annandale’s operation, a 
committee of twenty-six evaluators visited 
Annandale in October. Composed of State 
Department of Education officials, and ad- 
ministrators and teachers, the committee 
was responsible for deciding whether Annan- 
dale ‘‘passed”’ its ten-year “‘test”’ for accredi- 
tation. Mrs. Mary Passaje, chairperson of the 
visiting committee, pointed out that the self- 
study itself, not the visit, was the most im- 
portant part of the accreditation process. 
“We are just here to make sure you follow 
your own recommendations,” she said. 
These recommendations were drawn up by 
administration and faculty last year in every 
subject, as well as in wider areas such as 
School and Community, Guidance, Sciences, 
Administration, School Facilities, and Edu- 
cation Media. 

The highlight of evaluation week was a 
community dinner for the committee. Ann-

to share with the visitors, and faculty. The 
Keyettes and Civettes served as waitresses 
while the symphonic band entertained. 

At the end of the week the committee’s 
final report was presented to the faculty. Re- 
newal of accredition was granted, and a list 
of both commendations and recommenda- 
tions was presented. 

Among the many strengths recognized 
were diverse course offerings with education- 
al alternatives available, high student self-mo- 
tivation, diversity of clubs, and thoroughness 


of the self study. Recommendations included | 


more student involvement in curriculum 
planning, media operation, and the setting of 
objectives; better career planning programs, 
a lower counselor-student ratio; training and 
counsel’s for student leaders; and an improved 
heating system. Each department also re- 
ceived an individual evaluation.
